buses pyling’ over Macdonald av- 
enue. 

But a few years ago we were 
practically isolated from Oakland 
and other eastbay cities, depending 
on the horse to carry us any dis- 
tance. At this time the Tracion 
Company (and we say “his with no 
brief for the company) came to 
our rescue with steel rails and trol- 
ley. This was at a time when this 
city was little less than a mud hole, 
and the street cars were more than; 
welcome.” Since that time the Trac- 
tion Company has allied itself with 
the affairs of this city, building its; 
lines into virgn terrtory and run» 
ning its cars at a tremendous loss. 
The company has met every detail 
of its share in street improvement, 
spending thousands of dollars on: 
the very street over which the buses 
how run in defiiance of our city 


government, The company main- 
tains a crew of men in this city 
that spend their money here, send 
their children to our schools, and 
otherwise take part in our civic 
affairs. The company will be called 
upon to pay its’ share of the cost 
of the subway improvement. 

Now it transpires that the profit 
of the compatty’s lines in Richmond 
are derived from the Macdonald av- 
enue run, and a large share of 
these profits go to meet the de- 
ficits of the crosstown: lines; This 
leads us to the following faet— 
if the buses are allowed to continue 
on the avenue and grab the cream 
of the Traction Company’s business, 
the company cannot long continue 
to run the crosstown lines with the 
present loss added to the crippled 
income of the avenue line. This | 
will then mean that the crosstown | 
lines will have to be discontinued, 
and the buses cannot, for the next | 
several years, take care of this; 
traffic. What then? 

The serious question is, that for 
the good of the majority the bus 
lines are not needed at the pres- 
ent and should be forced off the ay- 
enue until such a time as they can] 
show this city that they can take 
care of all our traffic, and not just 
the cream of the intercity business. | 

The bus company claims that it | 
|'s operating under orders from the 
Railroad Commission, and this may 
be so to a certain extent. When 
‘it applied to the commission for a 
permit it proposed to run only to 
the city, or, in this case, to Twenty- 
third street. Nothing was said at 
that time, or later, of a permit to 
traverse our main <atreet, or was 
there any apparent ‘necessity for so 
doing. But when they saw an op-
